THE value of the foreign trade of Iceland in 1900 
was $812,721 greater than for the average of the five 
years 1896 to 1900, and $1,689,202 greater than for 
the average of the five years 1891 to 1895. If com- 
parison be made on the basis of population, the value 
of the foreign trade of Iceland is found to be far 
greater than that of any of the great commercial na- 
tions. Education is made compulsory, and there are 
no illiterates on the island. The standard of living is 
high. 








A NORWEGIAN has invented a queer way of finding 
out the location of fish. A microphone, which is an 
instrument that will catch and transmit the least bit 
of sound, is lowered into the water from a fishing 
smack, and a wire from it leads to a telephone aboard 
the boat. Now, as the herring, codfish and mackerel 
schools number thousands and tens of thousands of 
fish, their passage through the water naturally causes 
a rushing sound, which can be heard by the fishermen 
at the telephone, and thus they are enabled to lower 
their nets at the right time and in the right place. 








Tue foreign commerce of Santo Domingo, to which 
public attention has been called by recent events, 
amounts to between eight and nine million dollars per 
annum, according to a statement just prepared by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor through its Bu- 
reau of Statistics, of which about one-half is conducted 
with the United States. The imports amount to about 
three million dollars per annum and the exports between 
five and six million dollars annually. The imports 
of 1901, the latest available year, as shown by the 
Statesman’s Year Book, amounted to $2,986,921 in 
American cufrency, and the exports in that year $s5,- 
224,023. In 1900 the imports were $3,233,000 and the 
exports $6,006,000, the exports for 1900 showing the 
‘argest total during a considerable term of years. Of 
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the imports of 1901, about 47 per cent was from the 
United States and of the exports a little more than 54 
per cent was sent to the United States. 





Unirep States Consul General Wright, writing 
from Munich, Germany, says that the introduction of 
American pressed glassware into Germany appears to 
be a very successful venture on the part of our manu- 
facturers. A. leading dealer of Munich states that the 
demand is large and on the increase. According to 
the dealer quoted, this ware is particularly sought for 
table use by those who desire it for ordinary service in 
lieu of the more expensive and fragile cut 
American cut glass is also finding its way into these 
markets, and although somewhat more costly than the 
local article, its superiority can not be questioned. The 
American article is superior in brilliancy and finish

Te Canadian authorities are increasing their ef- 
forts to encourage immigration to the Dominion. They 
announce that their advertising at the recent World’s 
Fair caused a lively interest throughout the United 
States and is likely to be followed by an increased 
flow of immigration to the Canadian west. It is in- 
tended to carry on a vigorous propaganda in New 
York State and Pennsylvania. Substantial results are 
anticipated from the movements through Great Britain 
of traveling cars decorated with trophies emblematic 
of Canadian agriculture. Lastly, it is hoped, by mak- 
ing a really first-class Canadian exhibit at Liege, Bel- 
gium, in the very midst of a frugal and industrious 
people well drilled in agriculture, to attract to the 
Dominion some of the best elements in: Europe. 








Owi1nc to the remarkably cheerful outlook that the 
situation now presents on every side, and after a year’s 
business wholly satisfactory, the railroads are taking 
up repairs carried over from last year. These, with 
the usual yearly renewals, will create a demand for 
fully 3,000,000 tons of rails, it is estimated. The mills 
of the Steel Corporation are now being operated to 
fully 98 per cent of their capacity, with orders booked 
ahead for several months. 

The story of activity always lies more in the booked 
orders than in the completed narrative of what has 
been done. A million tons of rails are on the Corpora- 
tion’s books, and big lines of railroads are all making 
provision for expenditure. With the domestic orders 
added to the export business, it is predicted that the 
steel rail production of 1905 will break all records. 
The activity of the mills at the conclusion of the first 
month of the year certainly sustains that view of 
the situation. 

The condition of the steel industry is still taken as 
an indication of general prosperity. The railroads 
consume the product of the mills in preparing for that 
activity in commerce which is foreshadowed by the 
crop news, the news of the busy manufactories and 
the booking of orders by the wholesalers. The rail- 
road companies require the improvements this year. , 
They have the money, and they have every reason to 
expect a year of good earnings. Meantime, the heavy 
business is immediately reflected in the steel industry, 
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in its busy mills, in employed labor, in the distribu- 
tion of millions Of dollars through that channel and in 
the increased value of stocks. 








Tuat the Department of Agriculture, established 
by the United States government, is performing a 
most valuable service for the farmers of the country 
is shown by the annual report of the Secretary which 
has just been published. Among the important fea- 
tures of the year’s work enumerated were the taking 
of preliminary steps to conduct feeding and breeding 
experiments; the war waged against the cotton boll 
weevil and against cattle mange; plans for education 
of engineers in road building; the production of a 
hardy orange, a hybrid of the Florida orange and the 
Japanese trifoliata; valuable research in successful 
shipping of fruit abroad; the value of nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria; successful introduction of plants suited to 
light rainfall areas; establishment of pure food stand- 
ards; the extension of agricultural education in prim- 
ary and secondary schools; the extension of instruc- 
tion to our island possessions to enable them to supply 
the country with $200,000,000 worth of domestic prod- 
ucts, now imported from abroad. The report discusses 
the place of agriculture in the country’s industrial line. 
The corn crop of 1904 yields a farm value greate: ihan 
ever before. The farmers could from the proceeds of 
this single crop pay the national debt, the interest 
thereon for one year, and still have enough left to pay 
a considerable portion of the government's yearly ex- 
penses. The cotton crop, valued for lint and seed at 
$600,000,000, comes second while hay and wheat con- 
tend for the third place. Combined, these two crops 
will about equal in value the corn crop. 








Exports of domestic manufactures from 

Exports. the United States in 1904 exceeded for 

the first time five hundred million dollars 
against four hundred and twenty-one millions in 1903, 
and four hundred and forty-one millions in the earlier 
high-record year, 1900. Comparing 1904 with still 
earlier periods, it may be said that the exports of 
manufactures were in 1894, ten years earlier, but one 
hundred and seventy-seven millions ; in 1884, one hun- 
dred and thirty-six millions; in 1874, ninety-two mil- 
lions; in 1864, forty millions, and in 1854 twenty- 
eight millions. These figures relate to calendar years 
except those of 1884 and earlier dates, which are those 
of fiscal years. The chief growth in the exports of 
manufactures, it will be seen, has occurred during the 
past decade, the growth during that period being three 
hundred and twenty-five millions against forty-one mil- 
lions in the decade 1884-1894, forty-four millions in 
the decade 1874-1884, fifty-two millions in the decade 
1864-1874, and twelve millions in the decade 1854- 
1864. 

Considering the last decade, in which the increase 
was six times as great as in any preceding decade, it 
may be further said that the growth in the closing 
year, 1904, was greater than that of any other year of 
the decade. 

Considering iron and steel, the largest of these 
groups ot manufactured articles and the most impor- 
tant because of the fact that it represents in a higher 
degree the finished product than is the case with cer- 


tain other of the articles classified as manufactures, it 
may be said that,the figures of 1904, $128,553,613, are 
more than four times as great as those of a decade 
earlier, the total value of iron and steel manufactures 
exported in 1894 being but $29,943,729, while the total 
value of iron and steel manufactures exported since 
1890 exceeds one billion dollars, the precise total, con- 
sidering in all cases the figures of calendar years, be- 
ing $1,008,307,466. 








WE produce herewith a protest against 
steel range peddlers which appeared in 
the Pendleton Oregonian of Jan. 20th 
last. It is all right in its way, but to our 
way of thinking is very mild. We think this appeal 
needs more ginger in it, more touching up the irre- 
sponsible character of these peddlers, some of their 
questionable methods in other places, the higher 
prices they charge; the difficulty in securing repairs 
for these ranges which are not handled by local deal-

ers, etc. 

The more we read this article the less we like it. 
It’s too much like mother’s milk, mild and harmless. 
It may be true enough, but in this year of the reign 
of King Pelf and Self such phrases as “owe it to the 
home merchants to patronize them,” “a clear loss to 
home merchants,” are too gentle and soothing. Why 
not tell the farmers that they, viz., the farmers, are 
losing money, real money, by patronizing these irre- 
sponsibles. 

Let the Pendleton editor tell his readers that they 
are saving $15 to $25 by patronizing home dealers and 
teil it so they cannot doubt it, and his readers will be 
more interested than in perusing the following article: 

Through the columns of the East Oregonian, the hard- 
ware merchants of Pendleton wish to protest against the 
raids of outside peddlers who are now in the county, selling 
lines of kitchen ranges to the farmers and residents of the 
smaller cities. 

The home merchants are entitled to this trade, as they 
support the county government, pay taxes.in the county, are 
owners of property in the county and cities and will always 
favor any man who is in need and comes to them for as- 
sistance. 

The home merchants carry the same line of goods, be- 
sides highly superior lines, will sell just as reasonably on 
just as good terms and the farmers and other residents who 
must ask for credit at the hardware store from time to time, 
owe it to the home merchants to patronize them. 

The peddlers have nothing at stake in the county, pay 
nothing to help the farmer support the county government, and 
take money out of the country which should be left here to 
swell home profits and be returned to new improvements inh 
the home towns. 

A large number of peddlers are now in the county and are 
taking out notes, money and contracts that mean a clear 
loss to home merchants. Where the goods purchased from 
peddlers are found to he not as represented, the purchaser 
has no recourse, the peddler has flown and the purchaser’s 
money is gone also, beyond recall, while the home merchant 
is here to back up his goods and make good any shortcom- 
ing found in any wares sold by him. 

These facts are presented to’ the residents of Umatilla 
county for the good of the county. Home institutions are 
among us, sharing the burdens of the county and are en- 
titled to first consideration. 

It is earnestly hoped that the profits of outside peddlers 
in Umatilla county will be so meager hereafter that that 
specie will not be found among: us.

The accompanying illustration shows the Safety win- 
dow lock and ventilator, manufactured by the Safety 
Window Lock & Ventilator Co., 21 Quincy 
St., Chicago, Ill.

CLIPPER LAWN MOWER. 





The Clipper Lawn Mower Co., Dixon, IIl., are 
manufacturers of the improved “Clipper” lawn mower 
shown in the accompanying cut. The height of the 
gras 1s immaterial

same power to cut 
grass two feet 
high as it would to

GRATIFYING CONDITION OF INSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 

At our annual meeting last year a Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company was formed, only association members being eligible 
to membership therein, and we started with about one hun- 
dred thousand dollars of insurance taken. We were put to 
quite a bit of expense in getting started, such as paying for 
the expense of imcorporation, for office furniture, and the 
necessary books, blanks, etc., and it was not until the middle 
of April that we were organized and doing business.

A BRIGHT SPOT OF 1904. 

By the courtesy of this association it was my great pleas- 
ure. and honor to be one of your delegates to the National 
Convention of Retail Hardware Dealers, and I consider that 
meeting one of the bright spots of the year. 

I found the officers of. that association to be able, energet- 
ic, conscientious, business men, who have the business of the 
hardware men at heart. I became deeply impressed with the 
good work of this association, and of the great power and 
protection it affords to the individual retail merchant through- 
out the country. 


SCOPE AND INFLUENCE WILL INCREASE. 


The work it has already accomplished in suppressing the 
unfair competition of catalogue houses, in preventing them 
from buying staple articles of hardware and selling them be- 
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low cost—merely as an advertiser—is sufficient to commend 
it to every dealer in the country. I-believe its scope and in- 
fluence will increase and that the time will come when each 
one of us will look upon it as our greatest benefactor and pro- 
tector. It is founded on the right principles. As you all 
know, it is composed of state associations, and each state 
association is entitled to one delegate therein for every one 
hundred members. It is similar in organization and repre- 
sentation to our National House of Representatives, and I 
trust it may become as celebrated in the world of trade as 
that illustrious body has become in the world of parliaments. 
Its object is the protectian and advancement of the retail 
hardware business, and I deem it the agency through which 
we can find relief when we do not get just treatment from 
the manufacturers. 


DUES OF NATIONAL ASSOCIATION SHOULD BE INCREASED. 


The National Association, however, is hampered and han- 
dicapped by lack of funds, and if it had greater resources its 
work would have greater scope. Is it not in keeping with the 
spirit of the times? This is an age of combination. On the 
one hand we find manufacturers combining in trusts for their 
mutual protection and benefit; and on the other hand we find 
the laboring men combining in unions fer their mutual pro- 
tection and benefit, and where is the retailer? It is only 
through such organization that we can expect to maintain 
our place and standing in the industrial wortd. 

In my opinion we should increase the dues to the National 
and thus enable them to continue the good work. I believe 
in the National organization; and I believe Wisconsin should 
have a greater representation in that body. At the present 
time we are entitled to four delegates, and I do not think this 
is commensurate with the power and standing of the State 
of Wisconsin. 


MEMBERSHIP SHOULD BE INCREASED. 


The only remedy is to increase our membership, and I 
would ask that every one of you deem himself charged with 
securing at least one new member for our association. If 
you receive benefits from this association tell your nearest 
neighbor about it, and induce him to become a member. In 
this way you will help yourself and the business with which 
you are engaged. 


MEMBERS SHOULD TAKE DEEP INTEREST. 


To me these annual gatherings are a source of great ben- 
efit, and I trust they are to each individual. I hope every 
member will take a deep interest in this session, and that you 
will feel perfectly free to bring up for discussion the cases 
which every day confront you in your own business affairs. 
There may be some here who have successfully solved the 
very problem on which you are working, and I sincerely hope 
no member will refrain from giving to any other member 
information which may be of value. We should have a broad, 
fraternal spirit, and not be guided by petty contentions. Com- 
mercial relations are interdependent and the success of one 
man helps indirectly the success of every one else engaged in 
that business. 

HARDWARE NEXT TO BANKING. 

While competition is the life of trade, yet no man should 
stoop to any low, mean, nor narrow thing to gain a temporary 
advantage over his competitor. Especially is this true of the 
hardware business. Why, gentlemen, do you realize and do 
you know that there is more money invested in the iron and 
steel industries, together with their kindred branches, than in 
any other business in this country, excepting alone the bank- 
ing business. 


SHOULD CO-OPERATE FOR MUTUAL ADVANCEMENT. 


You are engaged in and are representatives of no small 
business, and the magnitude of this industry demands that 
each of us manage our business in a manly, dignified way. 
Let us co-operate for mutual advancement and stand to make 
our association foremost in attaining the desired ends in the 
universal brotherhood of man. 

Let us so shape our policies and our endeavors that a 
membership in the Wisconsin Associatjon of Retail Hardware 
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Dealers will be a sufficient guarantee in commercial circles, 
wher honesty, integrity and square methods are the criterion.

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


GROWTH HAS ALWAYS BEEN FORWARD. 


In coming with my annual report this year, I come with 
more encouraging news than at any previous meeting. When 
those of us present to-day look back to the first meeting held 
at this same place in 1897, and remember that the best we 
could do with the hardware trade of the state was to get out 
only about twenty, and to-day look at our register and see 
the names of 400 who have paid their dues and are in good 
standing, we may well feel that our work has not been en- 
tirely in vain. We might add that many jobbers felt that we

would meet for a year or two and our enthusiasm would go 
where the woodbine twineth, but our growth has always 
been forward, and we have never recorded a retrograde 
movement. Some may be inclined to ask, What bave you 
done? but to almast every one of our members the answer 
is too plain to need mentioning. 

To-day the jobbers and manufacturers of the whole 
United States are ready, and what is more, they are willing 
to co-operate with us in every legitimate effort to benefit 
the retailer, and the work along thjs line that has been ac- 
complished the last six months alone is enough to encourage 
every dealer to persevere. The jobbers, manufacturers and 
retailers of hardware are closer torether to-day than ever 
before, and right here | want to urge every retailer to be 
true on their part to those who are trying to be true to 
them. When you are advised of one that is not, spot him, 
and do it so hard that he will feel it. They are few and 
far between, but don’t forget this unasked for advice, it only 
costs $300 a year. 


A FEW DEALERS SHOW SKATES IN JULY. 


My work along the line of complaints has been less the 
past twelve months than at any other like period ‘since ‘we 
stattéd: -The-formation- of our own insurance company has 
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given the association a wonderful start ahead, and the end 
is not yet. There are a few dealers who show skates in their 
show windows in July that have no use for association work, 
but they are few and far between, and I wish to go on record, 
here and now, in saying that I believe the men in the retail 
hardware trade in Wisconsin are as fine a set of fellows 
as you can find engaged in any other one line of business, and 
don’t you forget it. 

My report on finances will show a handsome increase, 
and that in face of the fact that our annual dues would 
have to be increased 50 per cent to equal the dues of the 
lowest other state in the Union. We go home with $2,300 
in our treasury. 

OTHER MEETINGS. 

I had the pleasure with your president of attendiag the 
annual meeting of the National Retailers at Indianapolis, a 
report of which will be presented later, but I might say, in 
passing, it was an inspiration to see representatives of some 
6,000 retailers from seventeen different states in session, and 
every one of them working for the same beneficent object 
of bettering the condition of their membership. I also at- 
tended the annual meeting of the Michigan Association at 
Grand Rapids in August, and found them alert in combating 
the evils which we all have to contend with. They reported 
progress all along the line and went to their respective 
homes with new ambition to push the fight into the enemy’s 
country. 

ROUTINE WORK. 


February 24th I sent out 126 statements to delinquents, 
followed May 7th by 66 more to those still in arrears, which 
was again followed May 20th by 49 more, and again on July 
28th to 34 still unheard from, which number was reduced 
August 17th to 26, when I made drafts on these, and I think 
all paid but 11, whom I had to drop. It was not pleasant 
work, but I saw no other way to keep some of you fellows 
who are awful busy in line. I say thanks to every one of 
you. 

April 7th I mailed 800 copies of the proceedings of the 
last annual. 

The executive committee met but once during the year, 
August 2d, at Green Bay, when they blocked out the program 
for this meeting and did other necessary work. As far as I 
know we have lost by death during the year but two, August 
2d, Robert H. Halstead at Sturgeon Bay, and September 28th, 
Louis Welso, at Winneconne. I notice that John Hessell of 
Antigo and H. L. McNamara of Janesville suffered from 
burglaries, and from fires the Ridgland Hardware Company, 
Foss, Armstrong & Johns, R. R. Bratz, Biechl Bros. and R. 
M. Burtis Hardware Company. There may have been others, 
but these are all that I have noted down. 

Of the $350,000 pledged for insurance at our meeting a 
year ago all but $40,000 has been taken, part of this refused 
for good reasons, and a part of it for reasons not so good. 

I would not close this report without thanking you one 
and all for the very kind and. courteous treatment I have 
received at your hands. I have made some mistakes for 
which I beg pardon, but you must bear in mind that I am 
now a grandpa many times over, and while I may sometimes 
seem persistent, it was only that we all might win out, and 
with your hearty co-operation in the future, as in the past, 
we shall do it. 

R. R. Williams of New York then addressed the meeting, 
a condensed resume of his remarks being given herewith. 

I have long looked forward to meeting with this associa- 
tion as it is a sincere pleasure to come into personal touch 
with the trade. I bring you the greetings of the New York 
Association from President John G. Ferris of Johnstown, 
N. Y. I wish to congratulate your association on the noble 
man you have for president and on your secretary. It seems 
sometimes that these associations were gotten up for the ben- 
efit of editors, as it enables them to get a broader outlook 
and to do their work better. The keynote of association 
work is the spirit of fraternity with the larger circles of 
friendship which it makes possible. There is a necessity for 
the cultivation of the fraternal spirit with all branches of the 


trade, manufacturers and jobbers as well as retailers. One 
advantage which the retailer has in attending these conven- 
tions is that he can break away from the things which nar- 
row his field of vision and look at his own business in the 
distance. He can take a calm, unimpassioned view and get 
the right perspective, seeing his work as others see it. He 
can be impartial in judgment of his methods, etc. These 
conventions help the dealer in overcoming difficulties. When 
he comes to a gathering of several hundred merchants, he can 
see that other dealers have their troubles as well as himself 
and that conditions are not so very different in different com- 
munities. Trade tendencies have been a special subject of 
my thoughts, and the interplay of forces between manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers should be considered. 

The speaker noted several trade tendencies: (1) narower 
profits for the retailer as well as the jobber and manufac- 
turer; (2) a wider range of goods, bringing into the store 
what were side lines some years ago but are now recognized 
as staple stock with other goods just outside the door; (3) 
a tendency toward large establishments shown in consolida- 
tions of manufacturers and jobbers and in the edge the large 
retailer has over the smaller one. He regretted this condi- 
tion of things, and urged on the dealers present the duty of 
growth and the necessity of adapting manufacturers’ and 
jobbers’ tactics to retail trade conditions. An aggressive 
search for business should be made and new methods should 
be introduced. 

The speaker closed by quoting a couple of stanzas from 
Kipling, the point of which were in the last three lines, as 
follows: 

“But they couldn’t copy my mind, 
And I left them swearing and sweating, 
A mile and a half behind.” 

The application was that the large number of young men 
present should use the faculty of origination. 

President H. L. McNamara of Janesville then announced 
that the Executive Conimittee had made the following com 
mittee appointments :

Lewis Cass Hitchcock appeared as the representative of 
A. S. Sheldon and delivered an address on the “Science of 
Salesmanship,” from which we make the following condensed 
excerpts : 

The power to persuade is the underlying principle of 
salesmanship. Trickery brings only flashlight success. Real 
success is permanent and increasing. It is business building. 
Commercial institutions are composite salesmen. Trade rests 
on confidence. The salesman’s personality is everything. 
Courage is developed out of faith, Many men when they 
reach the top of the ladder are told by their friends that 
they have reached the limit and are as far as they can go, but 
the right kind of man says pass me up more lather. This 
illustrates the force of initiative. The man with bad health 
cannot do much business. Education is a drawing out proc- 
ess. The hardest men to sell to are the sullen men who say 
nothing and it is a serious thing to be up against the mono- 
logue in business. When you try to sell goods the first thing 
is to secure the customer’s attention, the next is to arouse his 
interest and the third is to make him resolve to buy. 

The speaker told of being in the office of a Milwaukee 
promoter who was placing some bonds. One agent reported 










































































that he had almost placed eight, a second that he had almost 
placed six, and the third man said that he had sold one bond. 
He further stated that the man that had sold one bond had 
done some business, while the almost fourteen orders received 
could not be cashed for a cent. He finished by telling the 
story of an old maid who had asked a widow how it was that 
she had been so successful in securing husbands and the 
widow attributed her matrimonial success to the “come- 
hither” look in her eye. 

L. Lindenberg. Dubuque, Ia., was called on for a few 
remarks and said: 

“T had a sudden summons to come here lest evening and 
consequently have no set speech to deliver before this asso- 
ciation. I bring you a message of good will and cheer from 
the Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association. Our asso- 
ciation, like yours, has been very fortunate the past year in 
securing new members, and we now have in the vicinity of 
four hundred names on our membership roll. Our insurance 
department is in a very flourishing condition. During the 
two years we have been in business our losses have been less 
than one hundred dollars. This goes to show that hardware 
risks are the very best character. Our insurance féature is 
one of the best we have, as it is something tangible for pre- 
sentation to the dealers of the state and something on which 
we can show immediate results. A man who carries from 
four to five thousand insurance on his stock can easily be 
shown that he can secure enough money from rebates to pay 
all the expenses of his trip to the annual gathering. The 
Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association will hold their 
annual convention at Des Moines on Feb. &th, and on behalf 
of that association, I send a kindly welcome to you all to 
come and meet with us.” 

President H. L. McNamara of Janesville called attention 
to the fact that the next number on the program was that of 
a talk on insurance, and invited Secretary Peck to speak to 
the dealers on that question. Mr. Peck said: 

“T have nothing special to say on this topic at the present 
time. I would like ali those who have not as yet taken out an 
insurance to try and see me and have our methods explained 
to them. With the membership we have we should have a 
million and a half of insurance in force.” 

The Executive Committee of the Wisconsin Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Company held a meet- 
ing yesterday and voted that in the future our association 
should make no discount in the payment of fire losses, but 
should follow the English plan and send full amounts. You 
know it is the custom of the old line companies to take off 
from one to one and a half per cent cash discount in case of a 
fire loss, and we have done that heretofore, but will not in the 
future. It is our aim to carry the best goods and to give our 
policy holders the best insurance on the market. 

The most frequent objection which I have heard from 
members in regard to our insurance is that we ask all parties 
taking out insurance with us to carry a five hundred dollar 
policy in one of the old line companies. We do this in order 
to make a rate. If it is worth one and one-fourth to any old 
line company to take a risk on any given property, it is worth 
one and one-fourth to us, and if the old line companies do 
this, this makes a rate that is safe for us. By following this 
rule we must win out. At the meeting of the Executive 
Board of the Insurance Company held yesterday, we voted 
to return a dividend of 20 per cent to the policy holders and 
we hope to make it 35 per cent next year. This means that 
$1.50 rate amounts only to $1.20. 

Some dealers do not understand about the limits of their 
liabilities in cases of unprecedented losses. If the insurance 
company should go bankrupt through what would practically 
be an impossible series of fires and all the policy holders 
should go bankrupt, any individual policy holder that was left 
can only be held liable for three times the amount of his yearly 
premium. In my individual case, my yearly premium is $12.50 
and the limit of my liability would be $37.50. 

If I have a fire, I want the money. Not so very long ago 
I received an application from Connecticut and I wrote a $3,000 
policy for a Willmantic dealer. We should all be proud of 
our meeting and proud of our association. A little while ago, 
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when I was called out of the room, I met a man who wanted 

some insurance. To-day we have $499,000 of insurance and in 

a year we would have a million or a million and a quarter. 
The meeting adjourned at 4:55 p. m. 


FHURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Thursday morning session of the association was 
called to order at 10:10 a. m. President McNamara read 
a letter from J. D. Warren of the J. D. Warren Manufac- 
turing Company, Chicago, in which Mr. Warren regretted 
his inability to be present and invited the members of the 
association to vist his public exhibition of shelving on the 
fifth floor of the Masonic building, Chicago. President Mc- 
Namara urged such dealers as were able to make the trip to 
Chicago to visit this exhibit. 

Secretary C. A. Peck then read the following communi- 
cation : 

“The undersigned jobbers and 
the pleasure of your company at the Alhambra on Wednes- 
day evening, Feb. 1st, to witness ‘Shadows of a Great City,’ 
also at the Academy on Thursday evening, Feb. 2d, to en- 
joy ‘Sue, of Lone Farm.’—John Pritzlaff Hardware Co., 
Brand Stove Co., National Enamel Stamp Co., Lindsay 
Bros., Speich Stove Repair Co., A. J. Lindemann & Hover- 
son Co., James E. Patton Co., Milwaukee Corrugating Co., 
Wm. Frankfurth Hardware Co., Fuller-Warren Co., Geuder 
& Paeschke Mfg. Co., Washington Cutlery Co., L. J. Mueller 
Furnace Co., R. J. Schwab & Sons Co., Badger Nail Co., 
J. P. Lindemann & Sons.” 

It was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

A telegram was read from Frank A. Bare, Mansfield, 
Ohio, secretary of the Ohio Hardware Association, extend- 
ing fraternal greetings to the Wisconsin Association. 

A letter was read from F. W. Lucas, a Litchfield, Minn., 
hardware dealer, in which he asked for advice in com- 
batting farmers’ co-operative stores. 

D. D. James, Richland Center, wrote regretting his in- 
ability to be present on account of the recent death of his 
wife and wished the association a prosperous session. 

The following motion was handed in by A. G. Kroncke, 
Madison: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the convention that all 
manufacturers and jobbers should refrain from giving ex- 
hibits.” 

President H. L. McNamara, Janesville, said the manu- 
facturers are our friends and at these meetings they show 
a number of things which dealers in small cities would not 
otherwise see. 

A letter was read from the H. D. Smith Co., Plantsville, 
Conn., in which they stated that they were sending a number 
of Perfect screw drivers for distribution to the members 
of the convention. 

The hall was then darkened and Mr. 
Citizens’ League gave an interesting stereopticon exhibition. 
He started by throwing on his screen the features of Presi- 
dent McNamara and gave an extensive 
showing the different public buildings, hotels, parks and 
other features of Cream City interest. He concluded by 
extending a cordial invitation on behalf of the association 
to have the delegates meet in Milwaukee the next year. 

H. F. Krueger, Neenah, Wis., delivered a short address 
on the topic, “The Profit of Side Lines,” in the course of 
which he stated that the term “hardware” implies more 
to-day than it formerly did and the public demands variety. 
A number of goods had been added to hardware stocks 
which were considered as side lines at one time, but 
no longer to be looked at in that light. 

Mr. Krueger then took up the topic that goods well 
bought are half sold, and, by means of a number of cata- 
logues and literature of various mail order houses, he went 
into a thorough and practical demonstration of the intensity 
of catalogue house competition and pointed out that he 
believed that the prices made to retailers on various stove 
sundries and other goods were too high. 

For instance, he said: “I do not know whether any of 
my hearers do much steam heating business or not, but, if 
they have any dealings with the American Radiator Co. and 
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desire new sections of. radiators, they can secure core cast- 
ings which, when they weigh them on their own scales, show 
that their cost is 2% cents per pound. Every section of this 
radiation that is sent out is tested and it must be made of 
good iron. Now suppose you send to a stove manufacturer 
for a new water front, which is nothing more or less than 
a piece of cast iron, and weigh them and you will find that 
you are paying from 10 to 12 cents per pound for these 
fronts. Now why should a piece of cast iron used for a 
radiator job cost 2% cents per pound, while a grade of iron 
no better that is used for a water front should cost from 
10 to 12 cents per pound. 

“The case of stove shakers is even 
Weigh them and you will find that you are paying 18 to 
19 cents per pound for same. They are nothing but cast 
iron nickel plated. Can you not get them made out of 
brass for less money than this? Or, to take an illustration 
from another class of goods where a good grade of iron is 
used. Take Mrs. Potts’ sad irons, made by the Enterprise 
Mfg. Co. of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Pa. and you will 
find that these do not figure over 4 cents per pound. Why 
do we have to pay 4 cents for our iron in the shape of sad 
irons and 18 cents for it in the shape of stove shakers? 

Besides stoves, Mr. Krueger took up the matter of 
hardware and gave the association a number of figures and 
experiences which claimed their close attention. 

Henry Pritzlaff, of Pritzlaff & Co., Watertown, spoke 
along the same lines as Mr. Krueger and compared old- 
time with present conditions in the stove trade. He in- 
stanced the high price he had been obliged to pay for some 
coal attachments. 

Andrew Esser, Hartford, then read the following short 
paper on

worse than that. 





“The Hartford Retail Merchants’ Association was or- 
ganized in May, 1904, and has now sixteen active members. 
The benefits derived from the association at Hartford are: 

“First, the merchants now work in harmony to promote 
the business interests of our city and at each meeting there 
is a harmonious interchange of ideas as to what will best 
serve the interests of the merchants and of the people with 
whom they have business transactions. 

“Second, the association is a protection to the mer- 
chants against ‘dead beats’ or those who do not pay their 
debts, and each merchant now knows those whom he should 
refuse to extend credit to. Since the organization of our 
association considerable good has been accomplished in mak- 
ing slow debtors more prompt and has a general tendency 
to correct a great many of the evils which in the past have 
been a source of just and deep regret to the merchant in 
country towns.” 

C. A. Peck then made a brief verbal report as national 
delegate. He said that there had been a discussion of the 
advisability of admitting members to state associations who 
came from adjacent states where there were no associations. 
The matter of financing unorganized states was also taken 
up. 

The question of fighting the department store and cata- 
logue house competition was one to which considerable at- 
tention was devoted and the suggestion was made that the 
best way of doing this was by taking three or four articles 
and making them leaders. 

Say, for instance, that’ Sears, Roebuck & Co. were mak- 
ing a special price on a lantern which the dealer had been 
selling for 65 cents. The way to do was to hang the lan- 
tern in a conspicuous place in front of the store with a 
placard on it reading 40 cents. The customer from the 


country looks at the lantern and makes no comment to the 
dealer on the matter and the dealer in his turn does not call 
the customer’s attention to it, but he can rest assured that 
when the customer goes home he will fish. out one of the 
catalogues of the catalogue houses and look this lantern up 
and will compare their price with the rice ma@e by his loéal 
dealer, so the lantern will advertise itself. Tactics of this 
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character creates the impression that the local dealer under- 
sells these department stores. 

Mr. Peck said that he did not believe in talking about 
Montgomery Ward & Co. and Sears, Roebuck & Co. to his 
customers and giving them free advertising. He further 
stated that when he was in Michigan he had met G. W. 
Hubbard, of Flint, ex-president of the Michigan Association, 
and Mr. Hubbard stated to him that 40 per cent less goods 
were coming into Flint from the Chicago catalogue houses 
than was the case three years ago. This trade is not grow- 
ing and is merely a bugbear with which the retail hard- 
ware associations are successfully grappling; in fact, in this 
as in many other cases, things are not what they seem. 
Chis reminded him of a story of a man living near Berlin 
by the name of Jones who dwelt in the odor of sanctity and 
wore a halo every day of his life. 

One day Mr. Jones was taken seriously ill with typhoid 
fever, and a Berlin newspaper, seeing a chance to show a 
little enterprise, issued a series of bulletins on the subject 
which read something as follows: 

10 a. m. Deacon Jones is slowly sinking. 

11 a.m. There is little hope. 

12:00 noon. Deacon Jones has gone to heaven. 

Along in the afternoon a traveling man, who had had 
considerable dealings with Deacon Jones, dropped into town 
and happened to see the bulletins, to which he made the 
following addition: 

4 p. m. Great consternation in heaven. 
has not yet arrived. 

This story showed that everything was not as it seems 
to be. 


Returning to the subject of the National Association, 
Mr. Peck stated that the question of package and cartage 
was considered and while this was not a question that inter- 
ested Wisconsin dealers, they being especially favored in this 
respect, dealers in other states had to pay charges as high 
as 25 to 50 cents. In conclusion Mr. Peck urged that Wis- 
consin should send four, which was her full quota, of dele- 
gates to the national convention this year. 


Deacon Jones 


The report was accepted. 


A. G. Kroncke, Madison, took the floor and said: “The 
number of exhibits made by manufacturers and jobbers at 
these meetings are increasing every year. This morning one 
dealer was telling me that he had been buttonholed by a 
certain manufacturer’s representative yesterday afternoon 
and it was 4:30 p. m. before he was able to get away. Con- 
s.quently he missed the session of the convention. Our ob- 
ject in coming here is to learn from and teach each other. 
This is not fair. We do not come kere to buy goods. If 
this motion is passed the exhibitors cannot be forced out. 
It is an injustice to the manufacturers themselves to allow 
some of them to have exhibits when there is not room for 
all. 

“Some manufacturers have exhibits and this forces 
others to follow suit. Traveling men who have exhibits in 
charge are tied down to their rooms and cannot circulate 
freely among the dealers. I move that a committee of three 
be appointed to whom this resolution can be referred and 
that they be instructed to report at the afternoon session.” 

Otto Schlafer, Appleton, said: “Traveling men who en- 
tice dealers away from the convention do so unintentionally. 
We cannot afford to cut out the manufacturer and the job- 
ber. Some dealers located in small towns cannot see dis- 
plays of goods at home and this is the only opportunity they 
have to do so. I think we should have a large hall znd rent 
space to the manufacturers and jobbers. This will prevent 
them from enticing the traveling men away and will keep 
the good will of the traveling men and not antagonize them.” 

President H. L. McNamara said: “I was speaking to 
some of the Milwaukee dealers yesterday and their asso- 
ciation will probably offer us quarters free of expense for 
1906.” 

‘W. H. Pritzlaff, Pritzlaff & Co., Watertown, said: “I 
sell drugs and a little of everything. The people of the big 
cities have the advantage of us little devils. I like to see 
new inventions. I like to have something new shown, and 





say let the manufacturers and jobbers come; don’t stop 
them.” 

Leon Findeisen, Green Bay, said: “We should have a 
larger hall and should rent booths to the manufacturers and 
jobbers. In fact, half a dozen traveling men have suggested 
this to me. I will say frankly that 331-3 per cent of the 
dealers who come to these conventions come to see the, ex- 
hibits. Dealers in the small towns appreciate this feature.” 

The matter was referred to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. 

C. E. Dewey, Kenosha, made a motion that a committee 
be appointed to formulate the ideas on stoves presented by 
Mr. Krueger and Mr. Pritzlaff. 

The meeting adjourned at 12:05. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

President H. L. McNamara, of Janesville, caiied the 
Thursday afternoon session to order at 2:25 p. m. and an- 
nounced the appointment of the following committee on the 
condition of the stove trade: Ernest Dewey, Kenosha; O. 
Schlafer, Appleton; O. A. Labudde, Elkhart Lake; J. Kor- 
nelly, Milwaukee, and H. Krueger, Neenah. 

James Watson, Marinette, then delivered a paper on the 
subject, “A Few Things That Will Help the Retailer.” 

At the conclusion of his address, he briefly narrated the 
scheme organized by the merchants of that town along the 
line of co-operative advertising to check department store 
competition. He stated that to have a scheme of this kind 
a success, all merchants entering into it should: have a per- 
fect understanding and all should go in for a certain length 
of time, say, for a year. 

C. A. Peck then read the following communication from 
M. L. Cory, Argos, Ind., secretary of the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association: 

Secretary C. A. Peck then read the following letter (the 
star lines showing necessary omissions on account of names, 
et>.): 

Argos, Ind., Jan. 31, 1905. 
C. A. Peck, Secretary, Milwaukee, Wis. 

We had hoped to be with you. Unusual demands upon 
our time renders this impossible. We therefore write you 
of~a few matters that we hope you will.consider in execu- 
tive session. 

CATALOGUE HOUSE QUESTION. 

We consider this the paramount issue for 1905. Wheth- 
er this directly injures each of you individually to the same 
extent admits of difference of opinion. We know some lo- 
calities are affected more than others. Some retailers have 
a firmer hold upon their trade, while still others have met 
this competition and won. The system, however, aided and 
encouraged, as it has been, by special buying privileges and 
new departures they seek to introduce, is full of imminent 
danger. It has been the object of the joint catalogue com- 
mittee to investigate conditions and secure changes that will 
enable you to meet this competition on a more even basis. 
We have met with much success that has not yet become 
manifest to our members. This is a work of herculean pro- 
portions and must be mastered by degrees. Consider the 
length of time these houses have been slowly yet surely fast- 
ening their hold upon the makers of hardware. To break 
away is by no means a simple or easy task. Many channels 
exist where supplies can be secured. This compelled us to 
get the jobbers on record first, and to-day so far as we know 
all are pledged not to sell. It has required strong per- 
suasion to convince some manufacturers. It now necessi- 
tates honest, loyal co-operation and appreciation to strengthen 
their position. As a direct result of the pressure that is 
being exerted upon catalogue houses to regulate their meth- 
ods and selling prices, they are showing resentment, and the 
fight is on. We have interested many manufacturers in 
this conflict that they might not concentrate upon a few. 
We are now at a point where our members should every one 
lend their assistance. * * * 

PARCELS POST. 

All the old parcels post bills are again before Congress, 
and we have reliable information that their advocates are in 
Washington trying to get some legislation along this line. 
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Our informant states he does not believe there is very much 
danger immediately, as this is the short term. There is a 
danger, however, that Bill No. 17116 may be passed, as tms 
is based upon a recommendation of Postmaster-General 
Bristow in his report. The expense of rural free delivery 
is becoming enormous and this bill.is aimed to increase the 
revenue. Hence the danger. Enclosed figd copy of this 
bill, which I hope you’will carefully consider and take such 
action as your interests may seem to demand. If we do 
not make a protest it will be considered we are in favor and 
that it will benefit us. Our congressmen will vote for it 
with this understanding. If it becomes a law it may prove 
the entering wedge for a domestic parcels post. Mail or- 
der houses will raise a howl about being discriminated 
against or find some way of using the privilege and will have 
more reason to demand something for themselves. This bill 
would practically tie our hands from opposing their schemes, 
and I believe would prove of slight benefit and we ought to 
oppose it vigorously. Should this view be yours I suggest 
that you advise your congressmen at once, as some of the 
trade papers have advocated, and very little has been said 
against. 
JANUARY BULLETINS. 


We expected to mail them January 25th, but the printer 
has not delivered them to us yet. We are mailing about 
15,000 copies and believe you will find them worthy your 
careful attention. They wi. reach you in a few days. 

Recently several members have sent us $1.00 for sub- 
scription. This has always been returned, but it shows the 
terms of subscription are not thoroughly understood. We 
have had some complaint that these papers are not received 
regularly. The fault must be in the mails if we have your 
address properly entered on our list. We would like to 
hear from any members who do not receive them, and have 
you explain how the state association subscribes for each 
member. 

Our relations with manufacturers and jobbers (notwith- 
standing the energetic measures we have adopted to secure 
certain changes) are almost universally of the most friendly 
character—never better. Our national field is becoming 
wider and better defined-and our influence and advice is 
constantly in demand. There is every reason to feel «ncour- 
aged and gratified with the outlook. 

The manufacturers and jobbers’ national organizations 
will both be represented by large and influential committees 
at our National Retail Hardware Convention at Minne- 
apolis.

TEXAS HARDWARE DEALERS MEET. 








The annual convention of the Retail Dealers’ Hardware 
and Implement Association of Texas was held at Dallas, Jan. 
24th and 25th. 

President S. L. Erwin, Honey Grove, in the course of his 
annual address, said: “Through the efforts of this associa- 
tion, with the aid of similar organizations, much has been 
accomplished for the goods of the trade at large. The first 
thing we did was to secure a reduction of the minimum for 
carload shipments of stoves and kindred articles in mixed 
cars of 24,000 pounds, thus making it possible for most deal- 
ers to avail themselves of carload freight rates. 

“We succeeded in getting a peddler’s tax on _ those 
peddling stoves, buggies and other such goods that we thought 
would practically bar them from doing business in the state, 
but they soon learned how to evade the law, as most dealers 
in Texas know, and are now canvassing the state, taking or- 
ders and selling the goods, making deliveries the next day.” 
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South Dakota Hardware 
Dealers Meet. 


The eighth annual convention of the South Dakota Re- 
tail Merchants and Hardware Dealers’ Association was called 
to order at 8 o’clock p. m. in the auditorium by A. F. Grimm 
of Parkston, president of the association. 

Col. T. H. Brown, president of the Sioux Falls Board 
of Trade, made the address of welcome. He said in part: 


LOAFERS’ PILLOW IS GONE. 


“Tt is thirty-two years since I enlisted in the ranks of 
the merchants in Dakoia. The retail merchant of to-day bears 
but little semblance to the retail merchant of the past. The 
box of tobacco and pipes, lounging place and headquarters 
for town gossip, even the bale of cotton cloth used for a 
pillow for the loafers, have disappeared. The retail mer- 
chant of to-day stands forth as an important factor in ad- 
vancing civilization. The telephone, telegraph and modes of 
rapid transit have brought him in close touch and has made 
him a part of that great army which stands between and 
ministers to the needs of the producer and consumer. 


HAS LAID HOLD OF ETHICS OF BUSINESS. 


“The retail merchant of to-day is not a mere weigher 
and measurer of commodities. He is much more. He has not 
only discovered, but has laid hold of the ethics of business. 
A fimancial success is not the full measure of his purpose, 
the church, the school house, the social and moral atmos- 
phere of his home town are within the compass of his duty. 
Every city, town and hamlet of South Dakota gives evidence 
of his: duties well performed. How fitting it is that you 
should meet and discuss together these broadening duties and 
added responsibilties. 

To this welcome Hon. P. F. Wickham, of Alexandria, 
responded. ; 

T. Homer Green, of Minneapolis, who was scheduled to 
make an address on “Credits,” was unable to be present, but 
sent 2 paper. In the paper Mr. Green stated that credit adds 
to the ability of the merchant to do business by enabling him 
to enlarge his capital and carry a larger stock. Yet a mer- 
chant should have sufficient real capital to conduct his busi- 
ness safely and not get beyond his depth. People, he stated, 
often fail in business on account of a lack of attention to de- 
tails.. Indiscriminate trusting is a common cause of failure. 

_ A merchant must be honest with those from whom he 
received credit. Above all, merchants to be successful and 
bring about desired conditions, must co-operate. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 


At the opening of the morning session President Grimm 
appointed an auditing committee, and W. J. Andrews, treas- 
urer of the association, reported. 

The report of L. S. Tyler, secretary of the association, 
was then presented. 

Following the reading of the secretary’s report, L. S. 
Tyler addressed the convention on insurance. Mr. Tyler 
referred to the Merchants’ Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany and urged the members to take-more interest in it. 
He said that-it was organized in the interests of the mer- 
chants and was to be conducted by the merchants, and he 
did not want to see it become a one-man company. But it 
certainly would if the members did not take more interest 
in it. He said that the tendency of mutual companies was 
to build up a large reserve, which was a temptation for one 
man to try to control. 

He further stated that the old line companies were now 
taking many risks as low as fifty cents on $100 for the pur- 
pose of driving the mutuals out of business. The rates were 


lower now by far than they were ten years ago, and this was 
due to the advent of the mutual companies. 

Various topics were then discussed. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session was called to order at 3 o'clock. 
President Grimm opened the session with his annual address. 

He stated that while there was some enthusiasm among 
the merchants of the state, what was needed was more thor- 
local bodies. He confident that

He then gave a number of minor needs. He recited an 
instance to show that the retailer and the manufacturer were 
being brought together such organizations 
this one, and said that the new condition was proving bene- 
ficial to both. The manufacturer had seen that it was to his 


advantage to come to the aid of the retailer and split the 


closer through 


difference which had stood between them. 

Then followed an address by S. B. Nelson, of Luverne, 
Minn., on “Credits From the Merchants’ Standpoint; How 
This was one 
of the most interesting addresses of the session. Mr. Nelson 
said that in giving credit to his customers he rated them 
just as the manufacturer and wholesaler did the retail mer- 
chant. One customer might be entitled to more credit than 
another, but when they had reached a certain point, credit 
was stopped. Another thing, he was not at all bashful in 
asking for a settlement of accounts. He made a statement 
to all of his customers every month and did not feel that 
he was insulting his customer when he did so. 

He thought the principal thing was watching the books 
and taking care of the accounts. 

George E. Pingree, of Chicago, addressed the conven- 
tion on “Courtesies Due the Traveling Man by the Retail- 
ers.” His idea was that the matter of courtesy should be 
mutual. If the traveling man treated the retailer with re- 
spect, he would receive like treatment in return; that was a 
general proposition. He said there were exceptions to all 
rules, but he found that it applied on one side as well as the 
other. 

A. J. Alwin, of New Ulm, Minn., who himself is a travel- 
ing man, had a similar subject. He, however, took the ques- 
tion from a merchant’s standpoint and thought that the trav- 
eling man was very often the one to blame for what he con- 
sidered discourteous treatment on the part of the merchant. 
He made a striking illustration by telling a story of a travel- 
ing man stepping from the train and walking into the palatial 
store of his customer. Everything was bright and sparkling, 
shelves full and the “boss” in his office at work. The sales- 
man walked back into the office and accosted the “boss” and 
got a “turn down” and went away feeling that the merchant 
had been discourteous. The traveling man does not stop to 
think that this merchant may have loaded up heavily in an- 
ticipation of a heavy trade and been disappointed; that most 
of the goods he had ordered several months ago are on the 
shelves; that bills are due and collections are hard, and the 
merchant is driven almost crazy in figuring out some plan 
to meet his creditors so as to satisfy them. Mr. Alwin said 
there was not nearly so much talk among the traveling men 
of to-day regarding discourteous treatment as in the past. 
He thought this was due to the fact that the present-day 
traveling man was more of a business man, and he had 
keener realization of the situation and did not bring down 
the wrath of the merchant. 


to Manage Them and Successfully Collect.” 
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J. S. Johnson, of Sioux City, Iowa, addressed the con- 
vention briefly on the topic of “Credits.” He gave a list of 
failures for a certain period and showed that over thirty per 
cent of them were in cases where the merchant had less 
than $5,000 capital, and attempted to do a business far be- 
yond his ability. Failures due to dishonesty were compara- 
tively small. Drink, gambling and sporting were responsible 
for a great many failures. He thought that a merchant who 
was not a good collector himself should be mighty careful 
about granting credit.

THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


C. P. Hanson, of Bridgewater, read the first paper of 
the morning. His topic was “Union Sales.” He believed 
that the merchants, especially in the smaller towns, would 
be more successful if they would every so often get together 
and hold union sales. He thought it the best way to get rid 
of surplus stock. The plan he proposed was for the mer- 
chants to go through their stocks and pick out the surplus, 
which should be put together under the direction of some 
one of their number and sold. If such a sale was well ad- 
vertised he was confident that it would bring in large num- 
bers of people from the outside. He thought that this was 
a matter for local associations to take charge of where there 
were stich associations. 

W. L. Williams, of St. Paul, Minn., read a paper on 
the “Trade Papers and Association Work.” He thought that 
the trade papers could be of great benefit to merchants in 
general. Trade papers, if they filled the field which they aim 
to occupy, would advance new methods for the benefit of the 
retailer, and would keep the members of the trade posted on 
all that was going on in their field. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


There were no papers read at the afternoon session, but 
a number of topics on the program were taken up and dis- 
cussed. “Rural Mail Carriers Carrying Merchandise” was the 
first topic discussed. It was thought to be a scheme of the 
parcels post, and the association went on record as against 
the plan. The next was “Catalogue House Competition,” 
which was discussed at some length. It was decided that 
the way to meet it was by more extensive advertising and 
not talking against the catalogue houses. 

It was decided to place organizers in the field and have 
auxiliary organizations started in all the towns of the state. 

On the proposed modification of the exemption laws 
there was a difference of opinion, some holding that an 
honest man would pay his debts with a high exemption as 
well as with a low exemption.

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you please on the ground line. In the illustration I 
have taken point D the center of the circle. When 
the vertical plane is thrown back on the paper by 
revolution, the line in which the intersecting plane in- 
tersects the vertical plane will be shown on the paper 
at right angles to the ground line from point D, and 
the line then is indicated by D-10-90, passing through 
the wall line of moulding. The exact curve which is 
described by the line in space is the quadrant on the 
circumference of the large circle from O to the ground 
line to go in the vertical plane. You will thus see 
when a plane is perpendicular to the horizontal plane, 
the vertical trace. A cutting plane is perpendicular 
to the horizontal plane when the vertical trace is 
perpendicular to the ground line. You will take no- 
tice that when one trace intersects the ground line 
the extreme point of the line of the other trace meets 
the ground line at the same point. Thus D is the 
point where the vertical trace and the horizontal trace 


meet. You can read the position of planes in another 
way. Look at the position of the line in the vertical 
plane. If the line is inclined to ground line the plane 


must be inclined to the horizontal because the upper 
part of the paper is the back part of horizontal plane. 
If the line is inclined to ground line in the horizontal 
plane, the plane itself must be inclined to the vertical 
plane, because the lower part of the paper is the front 
part of the horizontal plane. When you desire to 
know the relation of the cutting plane to the vertical 
plane, look in the horizontal plane. When you de- 
sire to know the relation of the cutting plane to the 
horizontal plane—look in the vertical plane—will be 
shown in the vertical plane, perpendicular to the 
ground line. The line D-10-90 then is the vertical 
trace of the intersecting plane. 

The horizontal trace is found in this manner: D, 
center of circle, projection of vertical trace of in- 
tersecting plane, on the ground line, and the ground 
line being on the surface of the paper, it is evident 
that D is one point of a line cut from the horizontal 
plane by the intersecting plane. The other point is 
found on the paper in this way: Draw a line from 
point D perpendicular to the ground line, cutting the 
circumference of the circle and continuing through 
the patterns to the small circle at edge of plate. You 
will thus see that the horizontal trace of a plane being 
drawn at right angles to the ground line indicates 
that the plane is perpendicular to the vertical plane. 

The whole explanation can be condensed and ex- 
pressed in this manner:- A cutting plane is perpen- 
dicular to the vertical plane when the horizontal trace 
is perpendicular to the ground line.

Putting a limit on the output of tin mills to 7,300 
pounds during a single turn is causing lots of trouble 
for the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers. The impossibility of rigidly enforcing 
that portion of the union rules in the mills of the Amer- 
ican Sheet and Tin Plate Company, both because 
the members of the union in those mills will not ob- 
serve it and the officers of the company would not per- 
mit it, and at the same time forcing the smaller inde- 
pendent companies to observe the rule, is what has 
caused an outbreak in Wheeling that threatens much 
to the Amalgamated Association.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

From some sections of the country there are indica- 
tions of weakness, but Chicago is exhibiting a marked 
revival of interest in foundry iron, about 10,000 tons 
having been disposed of mostly to pipe and fitting 
manufacturers. Cincinnati sellers closed deals aggre- 
gating 12,000 tons. Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Philadel- 
phia, New York and Birmingham were all very quiet, 
however, as regards pig iron, and no sales of moment 
were recorded. Structural steel is the most flourishing 
of all iron and steel markets just at present. Mills 
are crowded with orders and the prospects are that 
no new business of consequence will be accepted at 
present prices for deliveries before next fall. Steel 
rails are looking forward, especially heavy orders hav- 
ing been received from Eastern roads. Though the 
demand for tin plates is not very strong, mills are 
working to their fullest capacity. This is taken to 
mean that the manufacturers are taking measures to 
guard against future labor difficulties. Billets are very 
firm and premiums for prompt shipments are in order. 
Coke shipments are a little freer, and a reduction from 
the extreme quotations asked for spot furnace coke is 
shown, due to a partial relief in the transportation 
field. Foundry coke continues at about the same fig- 
ures and shipments are fairly maintained, under the 
circumstances, although by no means up to full re- 
quirements. 





PIG IRON. 

The most important event in the steel world last 
week was the purchase by the Cambria Steel Company 
of 40,000 tons of Bessemer pig iron for delivery at its 
works at Johnstown, Pa. The price paid was $15.50 
a ton at Valley furnaces. Purchases of from 5,000 to 
10,000 tons each have been made by other steel works. 
The Bessemer association has announced its price 
f. o. b., Valley, at $16.00 for both Bessemer and basic 
pig iron for delivery the first quarter of 1905. 

Production of pig iron is going on at the record 
breaking rate of 21,000,000 tons a year, as against an 
actual consumption last year of 16,500,000 tons and a 
maximum of 19,500,000 tons for the largest year in the 
industrial history: 

The local iron market was livelier during the past six 
days than for some weeks, a total of 10,000 tons hav- 
ing been disposed of at the prevailing high rates. This 
tonnage went both North and South on the basis of 
$13.50, Birmingham, and $17.50, Chicago, for No. 2 
foundries. Prices on the Southern grades have risen, 
however, during the last two days, and $14.00, Bir- 
mingham, is usually asked, though it is still possible to 
obtain lots of over 1,000 tons for $13.50. 

Toward the close of the week a reflection of the ac- 
tivity in steel making irons was shown in the foundry 
lists in certain sections, notably in Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago, where transactions of considerable amount are 
recorded—in Chicago at the quoted market level, and 
in Cincinnati at a slight advance. Aside from this,

inquiry for foundry iron had been slight, although 
considerable business is felt to be withheld for the 
moment. Southern foundry iron has found a fairly 
active market in its own district, realizing there the 
maximum price, somewhat higher than is asked for 
Northern shipment. The North has taken some round 
lots of low grade Alabama pig iron, and a number of 
smaller orders from customers requiring that quality of 
mixture. Otherwise the Northern furnaces are gener- 
ally holding their markets. 

In view of the great pressure undoubtedly felt by all 
steel mills, and the enormous consumption of pig iron 
generally, makers have firmly maintained their price 
schedules through the comparative quiet of the past 
month. No untoward developments have been met, 
and the prospects are bright for heavy business as 
spring trade opens. Sales of lake ore continue freely 
at the current quotations, and there is some talk of 
advance from the present level with the progress 
of the season. Since January 1 it is estimated that 
furnaces with a daily capacity of 2,325 tons have re- 
sumed operation. None so far as we know have gone 
out of blast. It must be remembered, however, that 
Southern interests are still encumbered by the miners’ 
strike and that from indications, which cannot, how- 
ever, be verified, it would seem that the production of 
Southern furnaces is decreasing rather than increasing. 
Toward the close of the month only twenty-eight fur- 
naces were in operation in Alabama and Tennessee 
as against thirty-four on January 1. This means a re- 
duction of over 250,000 tons in the annual output. To 
support this statement, the marked firmness of South- 
ern irons in the face of slight demand may be adduced. 
In this connection, the whole course of action pursued 
by Southern interests for the last six months may be 
taken to indicate an actual decrease in productive 
power of startling dimensions rather than a concerted 
movement on the part of sellers to raise prices. 





PLATES. 

A greatly increased tonnage is reported and mills 
are rather indifferent as regards new business, but to 
offset the increased demand is the increased produc- 
tion, putting mills in a position to fill all orders quite 
promptly. Prices are unchanged and seem to be in a 
mood to remain so. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

About 400,000 tons of standard sections have been 
beoked in the last seven weeks by the leading Western 
mills alone. The Lackawanna Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, now the ieading competitor of the steel trust, 
recently has booked more than 50,000 tons of rails from 
New England roads. The Rock Island soon will be 
in the market for from 100,000 to 150,000 tons, and 
the Harriman lines will need more than 100,000 tons. 
The Republic Iron and Steel Company, another com- 
petitor of the trust, will start up its new rail mill at 
Youngstown within sixty days. The Tennessee Coal 
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and Iron Company, which is outside of the rail pool, 
is running to its capacity, with more than six months’ 
tonnage on its books. 

The prospect is that the total capacity of all Ameri- 
can rail mills, aggregating nearly 3,000,000 tons, will 
be required to supply American roads with their rail 
necessities, and that exporting will be reduced to a 
minimum, only enough foreign business being taken 
to maintain trade connections. 





OLD MATERIALS. 


The market has shown signs of recovery since last 
week’s relapse, and though prices are unchanged there 
is no sign of a further slump. We quote dealers’ sell- 
ing prices as follows: Old steel rails, 4 feet and over, 
$15 to $16; old steel rails, less than 4 feet, $15.50 to 
$16; old iron rails, $21 to $21.50; relaying rails, sub- 
ject to inspection, $22 to $22.50; relaying rails, without 
inspection, $20 to $20.50; old wheels, $16.50 to $17; 
heavy melting steel, $14.50 to $15.50; mixed country 
steel, $9.50 to $10.50; low phosphorus scrap, .o5 and 
under, $14 to $14.50. The following quotations are 
for net tons: No. 1, R. R. wrought, $17.50 to $18; 
No. 2 R. R. wrought, $16 to $17; shafting, $17.50 to 
$18 ; dealers’ forge, No. 1, $14.50 to $15 ; wrought pipe 
and flues, $13 to $13.50; No. 1 cast, 150 Ib. and less, 
$14 to $14.50; No. 1 mill, $11 to $11.50; No. 1 Bush- 
eling, $12.50 to $13; No. 2 Busheling, $11 to $11.50;

$13; boiler punchings, $14.50 to $15; iron car axles, 
$21.50 to $22.50; steel car axles, $17 to $17.50; iron 
axle turnings, $12 to $12.50; steel axle turnings, $16

Such price changes as have occurred during the last 
week have been down rather than up, but in no case 
is any ominous significance to be attached to this fact. 
Whatever alterations have been made are merely the 
result of inventories and are thoroughly apropos at this 
time of the year. The hardware as well as almost 
all other lines are showing up well in the matter of 
supply and demand. This has been true of the hard- 
ware market for the past year, but other lines suffered 
a reaction about the first of this year, though from 
present indication it seems that they have entirely re- 
covered.
